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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 7/1 8/2005 has been fully considered and made 
of record. 


2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1, 5, 8-10, 15-16 and 1 8-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Applicant Admitted Prior Art (APA) in view of Pataki (4,741 ,947). This 
rejection is set forth in prior Office action, paragraph 3. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 7/1 8/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Because of the following reasons: 

Applicants argue that there is no suggestion to combine the references (see 
"Remarks", pages 8-9), in response to this, the examiner recognizes that obviousness 
can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation 
to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 , 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. 
Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation for the combine teaching can be found either in

the references themselves (i.e., see Figs. 2-3 of Pataki depicts the forming of 
transformer by utilized the insulation sheet, and the melting and curing in light of the 
discussion at col. 1 , lines 6-10 and col. 7, lines 15-25). It is also noted the heating 
means of the reference is not limiting to oven heat it can be done by flowing of current 
as disclosed under the "background" of the Pataki reference, etc. 

For the above reasons, and in view of the discussion set forth in details from the 
prior action, paragraph 3. It is reasonable to reject the claims (rejected claims) under 
the combination teachings of APA in view of Pataki. 

Further, Applicants' arguments do not comply with 37 CFR 1.111 (c) because 
they do not clearly point out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the claims 
present in view of the state of the art disclosed by the references cited or the rejections 
made. 

This application contains claims drawn to an invention nonelected. A complete 
reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other 
appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

5. Claims 2-4, 6-7, 1 1-14 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
